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EPIDEMIC OF FLU 



State Health Officer, Dr. McCor' 
mack, Gives Some Timely 
Advice On Subject 



Reasoning by analogy, thnre will 
be another outbreak of influenza in 
Kentucky this fall, according to Dr 
Arthur T. McCormack, State health 
offlcer, who addressed the Red 
Cros Institute at the University of 
Kentucky this week. 

"Statistics show", he said "there 
has always been an outbreak the first 
and second years after the epidemic, 
not as extenaive as the epidemio 
itself, extensivo enouffh to cause a 
radical increase over the ordinary 
death rate." 

According to Dr. McCormack, 4,- 
000 die from pneumonia in the state 
every year while last year 16,000 died 
this cause. "Reasoning from our 
Own and previous epidemics,? ho 
said, "if no precautions' are taken tlio 
death rate this year will be between 
9,000 and 10,0000. . . 

"That death into is wholly unneceS' 
sary," continued Dr. McCormack 
"The (loath rate .should be "othing 
like 4,000 and year if every individual 
in every county of Kentucky would 
assist by doing the simple tiflngs 
neccssaiy. If they wtftdd.ao this now 
-the death rate in 1919 would be lo.«;s 
than in 1917, when there was no cpi 
dendc." 

2h the first place, Dr. McCormack 
advised everybody to be inoculated 
ajfains.t influenza-pnuemonia during 
the last H'o weeks of August or the 
first two weeks of September. The 
mccine used is very simple and pro 
diRces practically no re-actlon. Of 
i^oie than 800,000 iivoculated last 
year only three died or pneumonia, 
according to the State health officer. 

Dr. McCormack also advised, in 
addition to the innoculation, that 
when one takes a cold he should take 
the proper medicine and go to bed, 
remaining there until he is well. His 
room should be well-ventilated and 
he should avoid coming in Contact 
"wiVti any members of his own family. 
EsDeelally should one having a cold 
keep away from theatres, churches 
'|md other places where 'crowcb are 
gathered. 

"If e^^ery one would do this," Dr. 
McCoi-mack asserted, "there would 
be no sjwdemic and practically no 
deaths from influenza and pneu- 
monia." 

■very year in Kentucky there are 
14,000 deaths from i)rov(>ntal)lc dis- 
eases, he said, but conditions are 
gradually improving-. Since 1!)U) 
•for instance, the death rate from 
diptheria has been reduced one-tenth 
'because antitoxin has l)een K'ivon in 
time and because the disca.se is 
now recognized more quickly. The 
typhoid fever death rate has also 
been reduced 50 per cent in that 
time. 

"But what wc ou>;ht to do", said 
Dr. McCormack, "is not only to re- 
duce the death rate, but eliminate 
the diseases themselves in these 
classes. This could be done at much 
less cost than the people of Ken- 
tucky have now. 

"It is true a few more doctors 
would be necessary, . but in the Ions 
run much money would be saved. An 
individual cannot purchase health, 
but a comnmnity can by establishing 
proper owlWitions." ' ,' 

Dr. McCormack recommends 
health department in every county of 
the State as rapidly as it is possible 
to provide trained officers. 

"It would be easy to elect one to 
this office as we do a .sberilT and lot 
h^m leain during bis incumbency bow 
to adniinistiato, hut about 'tlic time 
he learns someone else wins out and 
gets the Job.

Dear Sir : — 

Your statement that I plead 
every exemption to avoid mili- 
tary service i^ absolutely untrue. 
You made that statement either 
deliberately and maliciously, 
nnowing it to be untrue, or with- 
out any effort on your part to 
verify the correctness of your 
statement. You were in Rich- 
mond- all dny on Monday, the 
day on .which you published that 
false statement, and during all 
that time you were within a ston- 
es throw of every member of the 
Local Board for Madison county. 
A sense of fairness and comon 
decency should have prompted 
you to inquire of that board. and 
verify your yindictive charges 
against Hie before" publishing 
.same as fact, as that Board alone 
knows the facts relative to my 
induction into the army. 

If you had made inquiry ~ of 
that Board, as' you should have 
done, you would have found that 
I was only not sent into the ser- 
vice by the District Board, - ISut 
that on the contrary the ruling 
of the District Hoard in advanc- 
ing 2nd and 3rd class men to the 
1st class reverned in my case 
(thru ho -complaint <or effort on 
my part), that I declined to ac- 
cept that ruling and requested 
Local Board to advance my name 
on the list that I might go at the 
first opportunity. That request 
was coinpiiid with. I did go, and 
1 went into a lighting branch of 
the < service. These facts you 
tan verify by inquiry of the 
Local Board , here. There are 
many of the bcj) s here now. AvUt>-+ 
were in the service in the same 
organization with me of whcftn' 
you should make inquiry before 
you make some reckless state- 
ment as to what kind of a soldier 
I made. I will admit the fact, 
.before you can sneeringly- refer tQ 
it. that it did occasionally 'fall my 
lot to put aside my rifle and take 
up the shovel, but it was all in 
the game and I am in no wise 
ashamed of the fact. 

Frankly 1 am at a loss to un- 
derstand why you have seen fit to 
put my army service in is^ue. I 
am not your opponent or a candi- 
date for anything, and I fail to 
sec wli}' my record should l)e of 
interest to the voters in the race 
between Judge Mardin and your- 
self. On the other hand you are 
asking for votes on the" ground 
tiiat you were in the army — 
don't think it but fair that the 
voters should be apprised of what 
your eervice consisted, and where

who states positively that you 
were in the Oliartermasters De- 
partment. The relatives men- 
tioned is a lady, whose high 
standing and character haye been 
abundantly confirmed. .1 do not 
publish her. name b«cause she is 
a relative of yours, but 1 will 
show you her letters, or show 
them to any friend of yours who 
will come to my office to see 
them. 

You are now loudly proclaim- 
ing yourself to be the friend of 
the soldier.s.

On Monday, while you W|re 
here in Richmond in Major Stone 
W. Norman's office, you saw him 
filling out a bonus claim for a sol- 
dier.
